An unusual case, involving Rush 


county people, was decided in favor 
of the defendant in the Fayette cir- 
cuit court yesterday, -when the case 
of Mrs. Alice Hinton of Arlington, 
administratrix of the estate of her 
tins-band, Lon Hinton, against John 
J. Conaway, a retired fanner of Ar- 
lington, for $10,000 damages, alleg- 
ing nes-ligenee, was heard by a jury. 


The . hearing started Wednesday 


mid was continued yesterday, and 
following the arguments by the at- 
torneys, the jury needed only one 
liallot to return a verdict for Mr. 
Conaway. 


The 
complaint 
alleged 
that 


through the negligence of the de- 
fendant in failing to put a halter on 


driving mare on his farm, where 


Mr. Hinton worked as a day lab- 
orer, Mr. Hinton was seriously hurt,J 
which resulted in him suffering a 
stroke of paralysis and 
ultimately 


caused his death. 


The suit was originally filed by 


Mr. Hinton himself against Mr. Con- 
away and Bert Leisure, son-in-law: 


of Mr. Conaway, who operated the 
Conaway farm. 
Before the case 


came to trial, both Mr. Leisure and 
Mr. Hinton died and Mrs. Hinton, 
the widow, as administratrix of the 
estate, was substituted as the plain- 
tiff, with the addition of a few par- 
agraphs to the complaint. 


No effort was made.'by the plain- 


tiff to'hold" the'eslate of Mr. Leisure' 
Responsible as a co-defendant and 
Ihe estate having been settled,'Mr. 
Connway became the sole defend- 
ant. 
It was attempted to show that 


his negligence in failing to put a 
halter on the driving- mare was re- 
sponsible for Mr. Hinton being hurt. 
The plaintiff tried to prove the de- 
fendant's responsibility in the mat- 
ter by showing that he had an inter- 
est in the live stock on the farm, 
but the defense was that Bert Leis- 
ire was farming the place alone. 


The bulk of Hie evidence submitted 


by the plaintiff was .in a form of a 
deposition made by Mr. Hinton. It 
was set forth that he' worked by the 
day on the Conaway farm from Feb- 
ruary, 1914, to- -May, 1915. The 
deposit-ion said that it had, been cus- 
tomary to leave a halter on the driv- 
ing mare when she was turned out 
to the pasture and that Mr. Hinton 
believed she wore a lialter when he 
went after her on the evening he wasi 
hurt. Mr. Hinton was about sixty 
years old at that time. 


Mr. Tlinton's failure to catch the 


mare in the pasture, the deposition 
said, let her into a plowed field and 
drove her into a .corner, where he 
took hold of her head. She swung 
him around, according to the testi- 
mony of the deceased, causing .him 
to strike his head and spine on a. 
fence post, which rendered him un- 
conscious. 
He lay th'eije .for an 


hour, the 
evidence 
showed, and 


finally attempted to stagger to the 
house, and was met by his daugh- 
ter. The deposition stated that Mr. 
Hinton did not attempt to -work un- 
til the second day after the' acci- 
dent, and that he then suffered a 
stroke of paralysis, due to.:the injury 
received° while trying to, catch the 
horse. The defense maintained that 
he worked some the. day after the 
accident. 


Mr. Hinton later suffered -..: three 


strokes of paralysis and 
died or 


October 5, 1919.
